During the second stage of your progress von he 
camesens.b.e of the difficulties that beset Rsfefforte 
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of the infant to obtain knowledge of the world just open- 
ing to his view. 

The third stage of your journey exemplifies the final 
state of infancy, in which he suffers himself to be led by 
the wisdom of his elders. 

You were required to make three tours in this de- 
gree, because every state has a beginning, a middle and 
:in end. 

You were provided for in your first state, protected 
in your second, and guided in your third, to remind you 
of the aid you received when in a state of infancy, and 
of your obligation to repay the debt incurred, by assist- 
ing all those who are in a like helpless condition. 

As the development of intelligence is gradual in the 
infant, so you were brought by degrees from darkness to 
ordinary perception, and from ordinary perception to u 
knowledge of specific things.

The flags at the water side sheltered the infant 
Moses, and were silent witnesses of his danger and his 
rescue. 

They recall the helpless condition of infancy, and 
remind us of the duty already forcibly set before us, of 
caring for all who are unable to care for themselves. 
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Strive for the innocence and purity of infancy, and 
ever keep in remembrance the lesson of the flags. 

On declaring your desire to be introduced into our 
fraternity, you acknowledged your belief in the Supreme 
Being and renewed your acknowledgment at the altar 
erected in this Lodge.

Dictator — My son, you have passed the probation of 
youth, and are now about to enter uj ou the state of Man- 
hood, but before you can proceed further, it will be 
necessary to take an obligation pertaining to this degree, 
which I will a jsure you will in no way conflict with your 
civil or religious liberty. Are you willing to proceed? 
[ Candidate answers.] Then kneel before the altar which 
has witnessed the vows of your infancy and of your 
youth. • • • 

Brethren (in concert)— He that hnmbleth himself 
glial] be exalted. 

The Past Dictator takes position, and says: 

Past Dictator — Repeat after me: 

I do solemnly swear (or affirm) in the presence of 
the Supreme Dictator of the Universe, that I hereby re- 
new the obligations I have heretofore taken as a member 
of this Order; that I will defend and protect a brother, 
and aid him in his necessities, afflictions, or adversities', 
according to my ability; I will always endeavor to so live 
and act that the great principles of charity and benevo- 
lence may be shown forth in my life and so conduct my- 
self that no reproach may be cast upon the Order through 
ray unworthiness. I do further promise that I will al- 
ways promptly, and at all hazards, respond to the dis- 
tress call. I will endeavor, by my unwavering zeal and 
fidelity, to promote the objects, sustain the principles, 
and extend the influence of this Order, and conform to 
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all its laws and usages. To the faithful performance 
which I pledge my sacred honor. Amen. • 

Guide, restore the brother to light, and let him he 
hold the source of all wisdom. 

Guide removes the ****** * * and the Past Dicta 
tor points to the open Bible, and says: 

If you be truly wise consult this Holy Oracle, n i n I 
profit by the instruction it contains. Study its page 
and learn to live according to its precepts, as your rule <•! 
life and your solace in death. 

Guide you will now conduct the candidate to th« 
Dictator for further instruction in this decree. 

Dictator — As you have entered the state of Manhood 
I will now clothe you in the proper badge of this degree 

BED is the emblamatic color of Love, and as thi 
great characteristic of true manhood is Love to the Mim 
ter, and to all his creatures, it is meet that he who on 
ters this high estate should wear upon his breast thi 
celestial color. May you ever strive to make youi'Hol! 
more and more worthy to wear this badge. 

It becomes a man to examine into the mysteries ol 
matter and mind; it is his duty to continue the work bfl 
gun in youth. With the higher wisdom of expi rionccj n 1 1 
conjoined the obedience of youth, and the purity of Id 
fancy. 

A red banner is displayed at the right of the Did nlul 
upon which appear the emblems of the degree. The Dlui i 
tor, pointing them out with baton or sword, proceed 

The emblems of this degree are the Scepter, 14 word 
and Shield. 

As men, we should aspire to the kingly ofUufl of rill 
ing ourselves. 
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Let the Scepter stand before us as the representative 
of that honor which we may at last gain by unceasing 
effort. 

The Sword teaches us that we should fight against 
evil; that we should be well armed with proper weapons 
for the warfare. 

The Shield reminds us that we should guard against 
rashness, and ever be prepared to repel the assaults of 
vice. 

Guide, von will now conduct the candidate to the 
Chamber of Reflection, where he' will be taught a lesson 
of mortality. 

The Guide conducts the candidate to the ante-room, 
hoodwinks him, and then conducts him to the Chamber of 
Reflection, situated at the right of the Assistant Dictator, 
where he causes him to be seated before a stand, upon which 
lias been previously placed a* * * * * lighted taper, and a 
.■ardupon which is inscribed the words. "Man, contemplate 
thyself in the presence of this emblem of mortality." 1 he 
&uide, onretiring f I'orn the Chamber, instructs the candidate 
to remove the hoodwink. The Lodge room should oe dark- 
ened and remain so during the remainder of the scene, up 
i,o the point where the candidate is conducted to the Dictator, 
. If there be several candidates, all but one should retire 
o the ante-room during this part of the ceremony. 

Chaplain— Lord, thou hast been our dwelling place 
n all generations. Before the mountains were brought 
forth, or ever thou hadst formed the earth and the world, 
even ' from everlasting to everlasting, Thou art God. 
Thou turnest man to destruntion; and sayest, Return, ye 
children of men. For a thousand years in Thy sight are 
but as yesterday when it is past, and as a watch in the 
light. Thou earnest them away as with a flood, they 
are as asleep, in the morning they are like grass which 
growetu up. In the morning it flourisheth, and groweth 
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up; in the evening it is cut down, and witlieretb. Pot 
we are consumed by Thine anger, and by Thy wrath are 
we troubled. Tbou has set our iniquities before Thee, 
our secret sins in the light of Thy count enanee. Kor nil 
our days are passed away in Thy wrath; we spend our 
years as a tale that is told. The days of our years *rti 
threescore years and ten; and if by reason, of streugl b 
they be fourscore years, yet is their strength, labor and 
sorrow; for it is soon cut off, and we fly away. Who 
know"etb the power of Thine anger? even according U> 
Thy fear, so is Thy wrath. So teach us to number 0111 
days, that we may apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

After the Scripture lesson, the candidate is conducted 
past the Assistant Dictator's chair, who Says: 

Assistant Dictator— Whatsoever thy hand findetll to 
do, do it with thy might. 

Tice Dictator — For there is no work, nor device, DO] 
knowledge, nor wisdom in the grave whither thnu goeil 
Past Dictator — Behold I show you a mystery. 

An evergreen, concealed in an alcove or curtained rati 
opy, situated at the left of the Past Dictator, and ilhimlniitoil 
with burning tapers, is here unveiled. 

This corruptible must put on incorruption, mid till 
mortal put on immortality. 

The Chaplain will then read as follows: 

And he showed me a pure river of wator of lift 
clear as crystal, proceeding out of the throne of God u||(| 
of the Lamb. In the midst of the street of it, < i. 
either side of the river, was there the tree of life, wlm l» 
bare twelve manner of fruits and yielded her frull < ■ > 
month; and the leaves of the tree were for the honllliy 
of the nations. And there shall be no more ennw; bill 
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the throne of God ana of the Lamb shall be in it; and 
his servants sliall serve him. And they shall see his 
face; and his name shall be in their foreheads. And 
there shall be no night there; and they need no candle, 
neither light of the sun; for the Lord God giveth them 
light; and they shall reign forever and ever. 

The candidate is here conducted to the Dictator, who 
will give him the following lecture: 

Dictator — My Brother, you have had represented to 
you a solemn scene, to teach you that man is mortal, and 
that all things earthly are of a transitory nature. A 
peat change awaits all men, which, to the natural mind, 
seems the end of existence, but which in reality is but 
the beginning of a more glorious hereafter. 

The evergreen just displayed to your view shadows 
forth the great truth that man shall live foreyer. Its 
outer clothing fades and is renewed da.y by day, but 
through the varying seasons, its life flows on in a con- 
tinuous stream. 

So man, at the gate we call Death, casts off an ever- 
changing and worn-out garment, and continues to live in 
the world beyond. This great truth is taught us by in- 
stinct, by nature, and by revelation. 

I will now instruct you in the work of the Third De- 
gree. 

Desiring to enter a Lodge of the Knights of Honor 
of the World, working in the Third, or Degree of Man- 
hood, approach the outer door, give a pull of the bell (if 
there be one), a rap or any alarm that will attract the at- 
tention of the Sentinel, who guards the door. He will 
open the wicket or door (as the case may be), when," in 
a whisper, give him the semi-annual pass- word, which 
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will be communicated to you later in the evening. This 
will admit you to the ante-room, where you will in 
vest yourself with the proper badge of this Degree, which 
is scarlet, (to be attached to the loft lapel of the coal 
Then present yourself at the inner door and give * * 
The Guardian will report to the Vice-Dictator an alarm a1 
the door. The Vice-Dictator instructs him to inquire 
and report the cause. The Guardian opens the wick. -i 
when you will announce to him your name, name and 
number of your Lodge, and place of residence. (Whon 
visiting your own Lodge, it will only be necessary to givr 

your name, as of this Lodge). The Guardian 

closes the wicket, and reports your presence to the Vice 
Dictator, who directs him to admit you, if correct 
The Guardian re-opens the wicket, when, in a whisper, 
you will give him the permanent pass-word of this degree 
which is * * * This admits you to the Lodge room, 
when you will advance in front of the chair of the Dicta 
tor (who is the presiding officer), with the salutation sign 

of this degree, which is made in this manner . 

The meaning of this sign is — Our hearts and purses tin 
both pledged, and are at the service of our noble Orde! 
You will be recognized by the Dictator with the sign oi 

courtesy (a wave of the hand), thus . Yon OftO 

then take your seat in the Lodge room. Should you 
wish to retire before the Lodge is closed, you must rilC 
to your feet, salute and address the Dictator, ami naif 
permission to retire. Should it be granted, you mull 
advance to the altar and retire under the sign. 

Should you desire to address the Lodge, make 0] 
second a motion, you must rise to your feet and salutiJ 
the Dictator with the salutation sign of this degree [ti 
crossing the Lodge room, you must never pass betwoetl 
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the altar and the station of the Dictator (except in the 
initiatory ceremonies). In passing the altar you must 
always give the salutatioc sign of the degree in which 
the Lodge is working (not waiting to be recognized by 
the Dictator, should he be otherwise engaged). 

Should you be among strangers, and desire to find a 
Knight of Honor of the Word, we have a hailing sign, 
answer, grip and words accompanying, which you would 
be at liberty to use. The hailing sign is made in this 
manner , and is answered by — . [Mere exem- 
plify sign, answer, grip and words]. Should you lie in 
distress or danger, and need assistance, we ha ve a dis- 
tress sign, word and answers, which you would be at lib- 
erty to use. The sign is made in this manner, , 

and answered by . Should you be in ihe dark, or 

where the sign could not be made or recognized, you can 
use the distress word, which is * * *. The answer is 
* * * * * *. Should you see this sign given, or hear 
this word spoken, it would be your duty to immediately 
answer, and go to the assistance of the one giving it, 
and render all the aid in your power, consistent with 
your obligation as a Knight of Honor of the World. 

On all ordinary questions coming before the Lodge, 
we vote by answering yea or nay. 

My Brother, it may now seem proper to you, after 
having passed through all these ceremonies, and having 
been intrusted with so many of our valuable secrets, that 
I should hail you as a Knight of Honor of the World, 
but such is not the case. It now becomes my duty to 
inform you that you are not yet clothed m the ful 
armor of a matured Knight of Honor of the World. 
Before you can be recognized as such, you are required 
to pass through a fiery ordeal. Should you fail the fatal 
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consequence rests solely with yourself, If you pass 
through successfully, you will receive your reward. 

Guide, you will conduct the candidate to the ante- 
room, where he will be allowed time for reflection and 
preparation for the final test. 

The Guide retires with candidate while the members 
chant the following stanza: © » • 

MANHOOD. 

All through life's restless fever, 

Throughout its troubled dreara, 
Across Death's surging river, 

Beyond that sullen stream. 
True ''Knights af Honor" glory, 

In truth's unwavering light, 
In word and action carry 

Their deep love for the right. 

During the absence of the candidate, the Assistant Dl o 
tabor has placed in triangular position (base towards bhi 
Lodge), before the Dictator's station, three tire-state Is. im 
tiished with illuminating material, which three brothers nra 
appointed to ignite at the proper instant, When this pn-p.i 
ration is completed, the Guide returns, with the candidate 
hoodwinked* and places him in a position at the centre of the 
triangle formed by the tire-stands, and facing the Dictator 

(Snide — Dictator, the candidate, after mature idler 
tion, has concluded to undergo the final test. 

Dictator— My brother, while in your present blind 
condition, which do you prefer, darkness or light? 

Candidate answers: 

Care should be here exercised in doing everything In 
proper time. At this point the Guide should* stand' read v to 
remove the hoodwink, the brethren should be in complete 
readiness to light the tire, but all should await the command 
of the Dictator before doing anything. 
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Dictator — Yon have decided rightly, my brother; 
the wicked prefer darkness to light, because their deeds 
are evil. As you prefer light rather than darkness, we 
judge your deeds are not evil. I therefore command, 
Let there be light! 

When the Dictator commands. '"Let there be litjht,." the 
powder should be instantly lighted, and when lighted (not 
till then), should the hoodwink be removed from She eyes of 
the candidate, and when this is done (not till then), the As- 
sistant Dictator, or some brother appointed for the purpose, 
will cry out the Distress Word from the rear end of the hail, 
wnieh all the brethren will promptly respond by word and 
tion. 

In the event that the candidate responds, the Dictator 
will call the Lodge to order, and the Guide having returned 
the Candidate to the Dictator's station, the Dictator will say: 

IHetator— My brother, I congratulate yon upon hav- 
ing; so well remembered your obligation, by responding so 
promptly to the distress call. May you ever lie thus 
ready to fry to the relief of a distressed brother. 

If he fails to respond, the Dictator will demand: 
Dictator — What means this confusion? 

The brethren come forward and surround the candi- 
date, and the Assistant Dictator, or some brother selected 
for the occasion, will answer substantially as follows^ 

Assistant Dictator— Dictator, this brother has sol- 
emnly sworn to respond to the distress call at all hazards. 
In order to test his sincerity I gave the call. He lias 
failed to respect his own voluntary obligation; he did 
not even attempt to respond. Now sir, 1 desire to know 
if this is what we may expect of him in the future. I 
object to his further advancement. 

Others respond: 1 object, etc. 
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Dictator —My brother, do you remember your obliga- 
tion, that yon would respond promptly, and at all haz- 
ards, to the distress call? 

(Jan die late answers. 

Dictator— Now, sir, why have you so soon violated 
this, your solemn vow? 

Candidate explains. 

Dictator — Brother Knights, are you satisfied with 
this brother's explanation? 

The brethren will be allowed to indulge in rea>oiiabl(i 

debate in regard to the matter, but finally, the Dictator wiir 
say: 

Dictator— What say you, Knights, forgive, or not 
forgive? 

All respond: Forgive. 

Dictator— As it is the unanimous pleasure of this 
Lodge, we forgive you, as we hope to be forgiven under 
like circumstances. Let this teach you our motto: 4 'Do 
unto others as you would have them do unto you/' and 
impress upon your mind your solemn obligation . 

A tri-eolored banner, white, yellow and red, heat ing I lie 
monogram of the Order, is displayed at the right of the Die* 
1 ator. 

Dictator— My brother, displayed upon the banner 
before you is the monogram of our Order. This mono 
gram, and its explanation, is a secret to be made known 
only to members of this Order, and to be used only by 
them for fraternal purposes. 

After communicating the semi-annual pass-word, and 
explaining the meaning of the monogram, the Dictator takes 
the Guide's baton or sword, in his hand, and pointing to bhfl 
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several parts of the body of the initiate, as indicated in the 
lecture, continues as follows. 

Dictator— I will now consecrate and dedicate you to 
the noble work of the Knights of Honor of the World. 
Your head, your heart, your hands, your feet. Your 
head, that it may be quick to conceive plans of charity; 
your heart, that it may overflow with love toward your 
brethren; your hands, that they may always abound with 
means to relieve distress; your feet, that they may be 
swift to run on errands of mercy. And may the Most 
High so guide and direct your onward journey through 
Me that when you come to pass over the dark river, and 
approach his presence, you may hear the glorious decla- 
ration: "Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me, ,T 
and now, with this hand I bid you welcome to our ranks, 
and pronounce you a Knight of Honor of the World, 
and as such, entitled to all the rights and privileges of 
our Order. [Gives the grip]. Chaplain, you will invoke 
the Divine blessing.

Chaplain— Our Father, who art in Heaven, grant 
that we may improve by the lessons which we have re- 
ceived at this time. Help us to realize the importance 
of contending valiantly against evils from within and 
without. Make us true Knights, in the conflict of truth 
against error, and faithful to each other and to Thee. 
Amen. 

Brethren (in concert). Amen. 

The Guide will face the candidate to the Lodge, and the 
Dictator will introduce him to the brethren, as follows: 

Dictator— Brethren of- Lodge, No, — , it is with 

pleasure that I now introduce to you our new made 



Brother , whom you have received into the 

Degree of Infancy, instructed in the Degree of Youth, 
and advanned to the Degree of Manhood. As a further 
token of our confidence, let us extend to him the hand of 
united fellowship. 

Here the Dictator, bearing the banner of the Third De 
gree, will head a procession, all the brethren between his 
station and the Assistant Dictator's following in single file, 
then the Assistant Dictator, with the First Degree banner, 
followed by the brethren between his station and the Vice 
Dictator's; then the Vice Dictator, with the Second Degrn 
banner, followed by the brethren between his station and 
the Past Dictator's; then the Past Dictator, with the tri-coB 
ored banner, followed by the brethren between his scatiori 
and the Dictator's. This procession will march slowly 
around the Lodge, singing the Welcome Ode. and each men! 
ber will shake hands with the brother as they pass him. 1 1< 
remains standing in front of the Dictator's station. When 
all have thus greeted him, the procession will halt, with the 
standard-bearers opposite their proper stations, face to the 
center, and conclude the singing, after which the Dictator 
will call to order, and all will be seated.

The candidate will repair to the Reporter's desk and 
enter his name, when the Order of business will be resumed. 
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The Dictator should call up the Lodge immediately 
after conferring the Third Degree, and say: * -for the 
benefit of this brother, and our mutual instruction, we 
will now give all of the signs in concert, commencing 
with the salutation sign ef the First Degree/' After a 
sign has been made the Dictator may call upon any 
brother to give its meaning, or explain its use. 

It is desirable that the signs and meaning thereof 
should be gone through with frequently, and that discus- 
sion be engaged in regarding ritualistic work or anything 
pertaining to the Constitution or Laws, that all may be- 
come thoroughly instructed in and familiar with the oh 
jects of the Order. 

Balloting— When a vote is taken by ballot, the Dic- 
tator instructs the Guide to prepare the ballot-box, ami 
present it for inspection, first to the Vice Dictator, and 
then, after inspecting it himself, the Dictator states to 
the Lodge, that a vote is about to be taken (if on the ad- 
mission of candidates) upon the propriety of admitting 

Mr. — , to membership in this Lodge. Brothers, 

vote for the best interests of this Order, and remember 
that white balls elect, while black reject. The Dictator 
then casts his vote, when the Guide places the ballot-box 
on the altar, and retires to his station. The brother* 
then proceed to vote, one at a time, commencing at the 
right of the Dictator. Advancing to the altar, in stogie 
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file, from the direction of the Vice Dictator s chair, they 
cast their ballots under the sign, the Guide voting last. 
When the Dictator declares the ballot closed, the Guide" 
presents the ballot-box 'to the Vice- Dictator, and after- 
wards to the Dictator, who declares the candidate elected,! 
or rejected, as the case may be. 

Memorize the Work— It is highly important that all 
officers of a Lodge make themselves thoroughly familiar 
with their parts, and, as far as possible, commit tb> 
ritual to memory, so as not to be obliged to depend upon* 
the book. 

Pass- Word -The semi-annual pass- word must not be' 
communicated by any member to another. The Dictator 
is the only person authorized to communicate the word to 
members of a Lodge, and he only to those whom he 
knows to be in good standing. In examining the Lodge, 
the Guide should never be authorized to communicate it 
to any one who has forgotten it. 

Banners and Tabernacles -During the Lodge sessions 
the Degree Banners should be displayed as follows: The 
First (white) at the station of the Assistant Dictator, the 
Second (yellow) at the station of the Vice Dictator; the 
Third (rod) at the station of the Dictator; and the tri-eol- 
ored banner at the station of the Past Dictator. 

The Assistant Dictator will see that the banner of 
the degree upon which the Lodge is opened is displayed 
at the Dictator's stand, and the tri-colored banner dis- 
played at the Dictator's station at the proper time, when 
working in the Third Degree. 

The Tabernacles may be permanent or movable. 
They should be located, if convenient, one at the right of 
the Assistant Dictator's station, and the other immediate- 
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ly opposite, at tbe left of the Past Dictator. The former 
Sfl^ * ack OT <]** stains; the latter white or 
J got The latter containing the evergreen, may remain 
open during Lodge sessions, as an ornament to the Lodge. 
Visitors- When a visitor is present, asking admis- 

t n ge i' 4 who ; s , llot klM >™ to any of its members, 
shall be the duty of the Past Dictator and Guide to re- 
tiie to the ante-room, and by a careful examination sat- 
s y themselves that he is a properly initiated Knight of 
Honor of the World; and also that he is in good stand- 
ing in his Lodge, by examining his official receipt for 
dues and assessments, or his last receipt for assessment- 
and when so satisfied, they should require him to work 
tus way in the Lodge room, in advance, and when the 
proper sa utations are given and answered, the Dictator 
should call up tbe Lodge, while the Guide (if the visitor 
is a private member) or the Past Dictator (if he is an offi- 
cer) introduces him to the Dictator by his name, rank 
and name, number and location of the Lodge to which 
he belongs. The Dictator welcomes him, and invites 
aim to be seated. A corresponding entrv should be 
made upon the minutes, or the visitor should be asked to 
record his own name, and other particulars, in a register 
kept for the purpose. &

Dictator— I now declare this Lodge closed until 
night. Guide, collect the rituals and odes. • 

NOTE— The brothers, after the Lodge is closed, should 
divest themselves of their regalia and the Guide see that it is 
properly secured. 
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The Grand Dictator, Past Grand Dictator, and 
Grand Guide, or persons properly authorized to fill their 
places, shall constitute the installing officers. The other 
Grand Officers may fill their appropriate positions, if de- 
sired. When the order of business (New Business) is 
called the Grand Officers should be in the ante-room. 
Grand Guide advances to the inner door and gives signal, 
is admitted, and advances to the centre of the floor, and 
says ; 

Dictator, the Grand Officers are in waiting to install 
the officers of this Lodge. Are you ready? 

Dictator— Grand Guide, you will please inform the 
Grand Officers that we are ready. The Senior Past Dic- 
tator will retire and introduce them. 

Grand Guide and Senior Past Dictator retire. The 
Grand Guide, followed by the Past Grand Dictator, 
Grand Dictator, and Senior Past Dictator, advances to 
the inner door and gives * * * *. Guide opens wicket; 
Grand Guide reports Grand Officers; Guide opens the 
door and announces the Grand Officer. Dictator calls 
up « • • The Grand Officers advance to the centre 
of the floor, facing the Dictator, with Grand Guide on 
the left and Senior Past Dictator on the right. Dictator, 
and all officers and members give salutation sign of third 
degree, which will be answered, by the same sign, by 
Grand Officers. 

Senior Past Dictator— Dictator. I have the honor to 

introduce to you the Grand Officers. 
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Dictator— Grand Officers, in behalf of our Lodge, I 
tender you a hearty welcome. 

All members respond: Welcome! 

Grand Dictator— Dictator, we have come to perform 
the rites of installation. Are your officers elected? 

Dictator-G rand Dictator, they are. You will please 
take the chair. The Past Grand Dictator will please take 
a scat at the right of the Past Dictator, and the Grand 
Guide will please take his place at the right and front of 
the Guide. * 

If other Grand Officers are present, proper positions 
will be assigned them in the same manner. 

Dictator delivers to the Grand Dictator the semi-annual 
report and the Grand Lodge dues for the term ending 

Grand Gnide— The Grand Officers are present to in- 
stall the officers of Lodge, No. — , Knights of 

Honor of the World. The Reporter will furnish me with 
a list of the officers elect. 

Grand Dictator— The officers of this Lodge will va- 
cate the chairs, and resign to the Grand Guide their 
badges, books, and other property of office, beginning 
with the Dictator. 

The Grand Guide collects the badges, books, rituals, 
etc., and places them on the stand near the Grand Dictator. 

Grand Dictator-The Grand Officers will now take 
their positions in this Lodge. The Grand Guide will call 
the roll of officers elect, commencing with the Past Dic- 
tator, who, as they are called, will take their places in 
the seats along the left of the hall, in front of the Finan- 
cial Reporter's desk. 

The Grand Guide rises and calls the names of the offi- 
cers elect, and sees that each officer takes his respective posi- 
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tion, the Past Dictator on the right, and reports if all are 
present. 

Grand Dictator— • • Brothers, do you accept 
the offices to which you have been elected?

Past Grand Dictator— Officers elect, 3'ou will use your 
name where I do mine, and repeat after me: 

I, , do solemnly promise that I will per- 
form the duties devolving upon me in my office to the 
best ot my ability; that I will observe with strictness the 
requirements of the Constitution, Ritual, Laws and 
Usages of this Order. I will preserve all private cards, 
books, and other property, of this Lodge, or any other 
department of this Order, which may be placed in my 
care, and I will deliver them to the officers duly author-

The Grand Guide will present before the Dictator and 
properly introduce each officer-elet when directed. 

Grand Dictator -Past Dictator, let each obligation 
you may deliver be indelibly impressed upon the memory 
of the candidate, and try to show by your actions that 
you, too, have taken the same obligations. I now invest 
you with the badge of your office. The Grand Guide 
will conduct you to a seat at the left of the Past Grand 
Dictator. 

Grand Guide, you will present the Dictator-elect. 

Dictator, my brother, you have been chosen to the 
highest office within the gift of this Lodge, which shows 
the esteem and confidence placed in you by your breth- 
ren.

Support it with dig- 
nity. You are to preside in case the Dictator is absent. 
You have charge of the inner door. Allow no brother to 
enter or retire when opening this Lodge, calling the roll 
of officers, reading the minutes of the last meeting, initi- 
ating candidates, conferring degrees, or when closing the 
Lodge. I now invest you with the badge of your office. 
The Grand Guide will conduct you to your place in this 
Lodge. 

Grand Guide, you will present the Assistant Dicta- 
tor elect. 

My brother, in the performance of your duty prove 
to your brethren that you are worthy of the honor they 
have conferred upon you. I now invest you with the 
badge of your office. The Grand Guide will conduct you 
to your place in this Lodge. 

The Grand Guide will present the Chaplain -elect. 

My brother, I congratulate you upon your commis- 
sion to perform the sacred rites of this office. It is your 
duty to invoke the blessing of the Deity upon all the de- 
liberations of this Lodge, and to officiate at tunerals. I 
now invest you with the badge of your office. The Grand 
Guide will now conduct you to your station in this Lodge. 

The Grand Guide will present the Guide-elect. 

My brother, as the faithful messenger, discharge 
your several duties with fidelity and dispatch. It is 
your duty to see that all members are qualified to sit in 
this Lodge; to see that it is properly guarded; to pre- 
pare and conduct candidates. I now invest you with the 
badge of your office. The Grand Guide will conduct you 
to your station in this Lodge. 
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The Grand Guide will present the Reporter- elect. 

My brother, be as the echo to the sound, the shad >w 
to the substance. On thine eye and ear let that which is 
reported fall like the pure rays of tight upon a mirror, 
and like the image pictured there may it on thy record be 
manifest.

The Grand Guide will present the Sentinel elect. 
My brother, be at your post vigilant and attentive. 
Allow no person not a member to loiter about the door. 
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Never permit any person to enter this Lodge in any man- 
ner other than that by which all are instiucted by the 
Dictator. I now invest you with the budge of your 
office. The Grand Guide will conduct you to your place 
in this Lodge, 

Dictator-elect, I now invest you with the badge of 
your office, wear it with credit to yourself and honor to 
this Lodge. I give to your keeping the Charter of this 
Lodge This you will always have exposed to view dur- 
ing your sessions.
